FARMERS HAVE BEEN 
BITTEN ONCE TOO OFTEN 


Are Not Offering Their Animals, 
Having Been Disappointed 
so Frequently. 


T. E. Good, representing the Union 
Stockyards Company, of Toronto 
which has the contract to supply re- 
mounts and artillery hov-ses to the 
French government tor army pur- 
poses, has met with very indifferent 
success in connection with the pur- 
chase of horses in the southern part 
of the provinee., He is accompanied by 
Commandant Courtols and Dr, Caze, 
official representatives of the French 
government . 

Will Not Come West Again. 

According to ‘present arrangements, 
they will not travel further north 
than Calgary, and after visiting Medi- 
cine (Hat on the 25th tnst., will return 
to Toronto, and will not again come 
west unless there are official assur- 
ances that the qualit® and quantity of 
available horses justifies a second trip, 

Badly Managed for Them. 

Their present trip seems to have 
been badly stage-managed, In the first 
place, they thought they would get 
five thousand suitable horses, and 
doubtless would have done so had suf- 
ficient notice ‘heen given of their com- 
ing. They did not seem to realize that 
in the southern range country the 
ranchers get their mail omly once per 
week ,and frequently not so often as 
that. In addition ,it takes consider- 
ible time to round up a big bunch of 
horses. It is impossible ,therefore, to 
make a fiving trip through the prov- 
ince and expect to get horses at short 
notice . 

Farmers ‘Bit’ Once Before, 

Another drawback was that the 
farmers had a very Clear recollection 
of what transpired during the visit of 


the Dominion government buyers 
some time ago, when, horses were 
taken long distances into town but 


ES ST 


were ultimately turned down, for no 
other apparent reason than that the 
i ‘buyers’ did not really wish to buy. 
They are still telling in the south with 
‘great eusto a story of a farmer who 
showed one horse to the buyers, but 
was turned down. It  was-the last 
t horse inspected that day. During the 
evenins the owner gave the horse a 
food grooming, trimemd his hair, and 
gave him a general “touching up.” 
The horse was the first to be inspected 
in the morning, and was promptly ac- 
cepted. 


Out for Business, 

However .the French buyers are 
really out for business, They do not 
want horses that. ave under fifteen 
hands ,nor unless they have full sets 
of teeth, nor do they want leg-weary 
farm horses that have been ‘hard at 
work for the greater part of the year. 
But there is no limit to the number 
of horses they will buy, provided the 
animals will pass the required tests. 
In fact, Mr. Good is responsible for 
the statement that it does not pay 
them to buy under fifty horses per 
day, and they would (much prefer ‘to 
get seventy-five or a hundred. 

May Come North, 

It is possible that the buyers will 
come to northern Alberta at a not far 
distant date. W. F. Stevens, the live 
stock commissioner of the Alberta 
sovernment, is taking the matter in 
hand, and will endeavor to arrange 
for the visit of the buyers if there ave 
sufficient horses to show them.
